Ihe Serjeant is to number the Men, ſo as they 


may make ſo many Ranks and Files as is moſt 
proper; then he is to begin at the Right Hand, 

and fay to the Right Hand Man, You ſtand ; and 
go along till he come to the Man that will be on 


the Left Hand of the firſt Rank, and ſay to him, 


Du wheel ; give the ſame Orders to the Right and 

Left Hand Men of the ſecond Rank, and ſo to all
